It is noted that a provisional double patenting rejection over co-pending 
application 10/857,137 is of record. After applicants' amendment and arguments filed 
6/24/05, it is the only remaining rejection. A provisional double patenting rejection over 
the instant application is also of record in the 10/857,137 application.
